Held In the Intercut of "Woman'* 


Rights" in 1701. 


The first recorded public meeting In 


the Interest of "woman's rights" w.is 
held In the town of Medfortl, Mnss., in 
1701. The gallery of uio church was 
occupied by the young unmarried peo- 
ple of the congregation, one side and 
one-half the front gallery being given 
to the young men, the other side and 
the other half being given to the young 
women. 
But in the seating in this 


eventful year the young men were giv- 
en the entire front of the gallery ns 
well, and the young women were only 
allowed one side of the gnllery. 


Then it was that things began to 


happen. Treatment like this wasn't to 
be tolerated even for a moment. The 
blood of the future mothers of the 
Revolution was fully aroused, and the 
young women made such an uproar 
and commotion that it speedily became 
a town matter, and a town meeting 
was called to restore to them their 
rights in half of the front gallery. 
! 
The young men of the day were bit- 


terly opposed to extending any new 


j privileges to women, and the fight ex- 


1 tended beyond Medford. Shortly after 
the Introduction of "pues" into 
the 


churches, by which families were sep- 
arated from the remainder of the con- 
gregation, the selection of the town 
of Newbury gave permission to n group 
of young women to build n "pue" In 
the gallery of the church upon their 
own side of the house. This extension 
of privilege was resented by the young 
bachelors to such a degree that -iiey 
broke a window of the church, forced 
an .entrance and hacked the pew in 
pieces. 
For this act of sacrilege the 


young men of Newbury were fined $10 
each and' sentenced to be whipped or 
pilloried. But they were manly enougn 
to confess their folly and ask pardon, 
so this part of their punishment was 
omitted. 
So you gee the "woman's 


rights" movement Isn't a modern one.

The new mills built In the United 


States In 1004 are a gratifying reflec- 
tion of the prosperity this country Is 
now enjoying, says the Textile World 
Record. Although this period of twelve 
months preceded a presidential year, 
200 mllU were erected, only 14 per cent 
leu than in 1003, and more than In 
any year from 1807 to 1002, Inclusive, 
with tie exception of 1900. The South 
leads In cotton mill construction, with 
twenty-six mills, having 155,472 spin- 
dles, as compared 
with 
twenty-two 


mllU and 01,184 spindles in the North. 
Only two of the Northern mills con- 
tained spindles, the other twenty being 
weaving mills. 


Of tho Southern spindles, nearly 80 


per cent are credited to the. Carolinus, 
showing the tendency of tho Industry 
to concentrate within narrow limits. 


The woolen Industry also shows a 


decrease In the number of new mills 
HI compared with tho preceding ynii.r, ' 
there being forty-five In 1001, as com- 
pared with sixty-five in lOOf!. Of these 
new 
woolen 
mills, twenty-three, or 


more than half of the total number, ' 
are found In Pennsylvania. The Houth 
IH u negligible factor In new woolen 
mill construction, only one be.lng re- 
ported, nnd that from Virginia.

Alfalfa as a Hog Pasture. 


Few farmers realize the value of 


alfalfa as a hog pasture. 
When 
you 


consider that with alfalfa pasture and 
hay, pork can be produced for one to 
one and one-half cents per pound, the 
proposition is well worth considera- 
tion. 


The writer knows of a three-acre 


alfalfa bog pasture which is now ten 
years old. 
Every year during this 


time this pasture has supported from 
100 to l'J5 hogs per season, 
which is 


from the 1st of April to the middle of 
November. 
The 
pasture today is 


nearly as good as it was at first and 
indications are that it is good for 
another ten years of service. 


The secret of preserving this Held 


has been that the hogs were properly 
rung before they were turned on the 
field. The alfalfa was cut often dur- 
iug the season, getting the mowers 
high. This treatment kept the weeds 
down and the alfalfa vigorous. 


Brood sows in the alfalfa country 


seldom Bee or 
scarcely 
know what 


corn is, and being fed continually on 
this green, high protein 
feed, 
keep 


fleshy, but 
are not fat and large 


litters of pigs are the natural result. 


The litters are often 
born in the 


pasture lot and get nothing but alfal- 
fa pasture until they are ready for the 
feed lot. 
At this time they a-e large, 


healthy, growthy shoats, with strong 
bone and constitution. 
This is the 


kind that puts on fat quickly and 
cheaply. 


Establish 
an alfalfa hog pasture 


on your own farm. Sow several acres 
this spring. Select clean, well drained 
soil, and sow twenty pounds of choice 
seed per acre. Study alfalfa condi- 
tions, and if you don't succeed the 
first time, try it again. It will pay 
you woll for your trouble. 


An alfalfa iiog pasture is the best 


and cheapest investment a farmer can 
make.—Wisconsin Farmer.
